cribs, toy s, fu rnishings that y ou 
plan to replace. 
Second Stage 
The second stage is preparation. 
If y ou plan on u sing a professional 
packing serv ice, call them at once. 
I^ast y ear 35 million Americans 
mov ed to new homes, we are told, 
and v an companies are bu siest in 
the fall. If y ou plan to do y ou r own 
packing, what can y ou pack now? 
Decide on the china and glassware, 
ou t of season clothing, seldom u sed 
articles that can be packed. Attic 
and cellar organization can make 
the rest of the hou se fall into place 
for 
last-minu te 
packing. 
S e n d 
clothes to the cleaners, send fu rni­ 
tu re ou t that mu st be reu phol­ 
stered, so that it can be deliv ered 
to y ou r new home if possible and 
sav e y ou mov ing costs. 
Third Stage 
The third stage is packing. If 
y ou are mov ing nearby , transport 
some items—books, lamps, cam ­ 
eras. garden equ ipment and lawn 
fu rnitu re, v alu able figu rines, scu lp­ 
tu re. art works. There is a special 
low-rate for book shipments if y ou 
ship them parcel post, one way to 
cu t weight if y ou r mov er is u sing 
interstate rates charging y ou on 
the basis of weight and mileage. 
P s ck dishes in barrels or dru ms, 
wrapping each dish in newspaper 
so that there Is enou gh newspaper 
between it and the nex t object. 
Heirloom 
dishes, 
y ou r 
fav orite 
Dresden figu rine, other fragile ob­ 
jects may be packed in a container 
lined with a sheeting of latex foam 
av ailable

y ard. 
Many 
mov ers u se that method. Plastic 
dinnerware su ch as break resistant 
melamine doe* not need special 


packing. Use it u p u ntil the last 
moment for meals, and pack it in 
an ordinary box . It can be u sed 
for the first meals in the new 
hou se. 
Linens shou ld be packed in car­ 
tons. not dresser drawers. Most 
modem dressers are too lightly 
constru cted to carry heav y weights. 
Bu t it’s not a good idea to pack a 
carton so fu ll that it bu lges on top. 


Mov ers 
Ex perienced mov ers like to u se 
colored tags or tape to mark items 
that go into special rooms. That 
way mov ing men can mov e tags of 
one color to the room designated 
and sav e confu sion later. 
Things y ou will need the first 
night—bedclothes, toiletries, kitch­ 
en equ ipment shou ldn't be taken 
with y ou . If not. tag them to be pu t 
on the tru ck last. When necessary 
mark cartons “ right side u p.” 
Try to mov e ou tdoor fu rnitu re, 
workshop equ ipment, lawn equ ip­ 
ment, ladders and tools to the new 
hou se in adv snce. Transport those 
items y ou rself if possible. Ditto 
record books, insu rance policies, 
and other v alu able docu ments. 
Packing Sendee 
A professional packing serv ice 
makes the mov e easier as they will 
su pply y ou with special cartons and 
wardrobes for clothes in adv ance. 
Bu t not ev ery one can afford it. 
The end of the week is a good tu ne 
to mov e when the man of the hou se 
is on hand to lend assistance with 
special chores. 
Ev ery thing th it can be done in 
the hou se beforehand—from hang­ 
ing draperies to arranging pictu re* 
on the wall if at all possible will 
make the trek to the new home 
lighter. Windows shou ld be washed 
and floors wax ed if possible. And 
the wise homemaker nill pack a 
picnic basket stocked with a good 
dinner for the first night. A picnic 
cooler is ideal for transporting re­ 
frigerator foods.

QUESTION: Ev ery ' time a fau cet 
leak* in ou r hou se, it costs u s sev ­ 
eral dollar* to get it fix ed. The 
plu mber takes only a few minu tes 
to change the washer. Isn t tins 
something I can do my self? It 
doean t seem to requ ire any special 
tools. 


ANSW FIR: 
Yes, 
changing 
the 
washer in a fau cet is a relativ ely 
simple task and, as y ou say , does 
not requ ire any special tools. An 
adju stable wrench and a screwdriv ­ 
er u su ally are all the tools re­ 
qu ired. The first step is to tu rn off 
the water, either at the main su pply 
v alv e or a branch line. Nex t, loosen 
the cap or packing nu t ju st u nder 
the fau cet handle, Place a piece oi 
tape or cloth between the jaws of 
th* wrench and the sides of the nu i 
to av oid marring the chrome or 
nickel finish. The nu t is tu rned 
cou nterclockwise to loosen. When 
this has been done, tu rn the fau cet 
handle as thou gh y ou were tu rning 
on the water. Keep doing this u ntil 
the spindle can be lifted u p and ou t. 


At the end of the spindle, y ou will 
see a washer, held in place by a 
small brass screw. Tile leak in the 
fau cet occu rrs when this washer 
get* chewed u p or dislodged. Re­ 
mov e the screw, throw away the 
old washer and pu t on a new one. 
Replace the screw and the spindle 
tighten the paiking nu t and tu rn on 
the water. That’s ail there is to it 
—u nder ordinary conditions. The 
trou ble occu rs, occasionally , when 
th* screw at the end of Hie spindle 
will not tu rn or breaks off. In that 
case, y ou will need one other tool- 
pliers. Use the pliers to tu rn and 
remov e the screw. Sometimes y ou 
hav e to cu t away the old washer sc 
that y ou can get a grip on the screw 
with the pliers. When washers hav e 
to be replaced too frequ ently , it u s­ 
u ally means that the fau cet seat 
has 
become 
rou gh 
and 
needs 
smoothing. A small, 
inex pensiv e 
tool can be pu rchased at y ou r hard­ 
ware dealer for this pu rpose.

It ma y be applied easily , is odor-free and it 
dries qu ickly to a good-looking finish. 
Gather u p old scarred end tables,

One way to spot a real pro among 
handy men is to notice how’ many 
| u ses he finds for linseed oil. 
linseed oil is av ailable in both 
raw and boiled form. Raw linseed 
oil can take u p to fou r day s to dry 
after apply ing it. The boiled prod­ 
u ct dries qu ickly , is often u sed in 
with tu rpentine or other thinners. 


Check First 
Before u sing 
either 
form 
for 
thinning paint check the manu ­ 
factu rer’s instru ctions. Linseed oil 
is often u sed to tu rn ordinary 
hou se paint into a primer coat. 
You can also u se raw linseed oil 
to reju v enate old pu tty that's be­ 
come too hard to work with. Add 
the oil and work it into the pu tty , j 
u ntil it’s pliable 
Use boiled linseed oil for all the \ 
other jobs mentioned here. 


New Bru shes 
Before dipping a new bru sh in 
paint, soak the bristles in linseed 
oil for 24 hou rs. You ’ll find the 
bru sh more pliable, easier to u se. 
Linseed oil is ane of the oldest 
and best wood preserv ativ es. Bru sh 
the oil on u npainted fence pickets 
and posts ev ery y ear. Wipe it on 
garden tool handles to keep them 
from dry ing ou t. 
Nev er paint a ladder since y ou ’ll 
nev er be able to tell what defects 
are 
dev eloping 
u nderneath. 
Use 
linseed. 
Fu rnitu re 
Mix two parts of linseed oil to 
one part of tu rpentine and y ou 
hav e an ex cellent preserv ativ e and 
polish 
Apply to ou tdoor fu rnitu re 
and ru b in u ntil dry . 
Use 
the oil-tu rpentine 
mix tu re 
right ov er y ou r painted window 
sills to preserv e them. Apply it 
to screen doors, screen and win­ 
dows to help them withstand the 
weather. 
Dipping nails and screws in lin­ 
seed 
oil 
will 
keep 
them 
from 
ru sting, make them easier to u se 
Use linseed oil in plat e of wax 
1 on drawers to keep them from 
sticking.

Preparation of an old finish in 
good condition shou ld be easy . All 
traces of du st, wax , oil or polish 
shou ld be remov ed howev er with 
a paint thinner. Any gloss shou ld 
be du lled with steel wool or sand 
paper. 
The 
su rface 
shou ld 
be 
clean and dry before the enamel 
is applied, 
If the old finish is in poor con­ 
dition, howev er, it shou ld be re­ 
mov ed with paint remov er, mak­ 
ing certain the room is well v en­ 
tilated. Hole* or cracks shou ld be 
filled with pu tty or plastic wood. 
Commercial fillers are easy to u se 
if directions are followed. 
When 
patched areas are dry , sand the 
su rface lightly . 
Apply an enamel 
u ndercoat and let it dry thorou ghly 
before apply ing the top coat. 
If 
y ou are not u p on y ou r enamels, 
consu lt y ou r local store so that y ou 
get a good qu ality enamel. 
Qu ick Strokes 
The enamel shou ld be pu t on in 
qu ick strokes, following the grain 
of the wood, with a bru sh that is 
generou sly filled. 
Stroke the su r­ 
face across the wood grain with­ 
ou t reloading the bru sh. This will 
help spread the enamel ev enly . 
Tap the bru sh against the inside of 


the container u ntil it is almost dry . 
Bru sh the su rface again u sing long 
strokes following the grain of the 
wood. 
This will take u p ex cess 
enamel 
which might ru n. 
The 
techniqu e of enameling is different 
from ordinary painting, 
Remov e Pu lls 
Before y ou 
begin working on 
chests remov e drawer pu lls and 
other hardware. 
These are re­ 
mov ed easily from most chests on 
the inside of the drawer with a 
screw driv er. 
If not remov able, 
cov er the hardware with masking 
tape. Chairs and small tables are 
best painted on table height, su r­ 
faces, if y ou ’d sav e y ou r back. 
Cov er the area generou sly with 
newspapers 
to 
catch 
spatters. 
Enamel u nder su rfaces first. Let 
it dry . 
Then place pieces right 
side u p and finish 
Self-spray ing 
enamels are handy for pieces with 
intricate su rfaces bu t these are 
not worth the effort or as efficient 
for bigger jobs.
